Well Attended Here 


The pressu re cooker clinic held in j 
Hamlin, Home Economics Dept, by 
Mrs. Long , was well attended Satu r-j 
day . 15 cookers were checked, 
all 
g au g es were correct; sev eral cookers 
needed safety v alv es, pet cocks, lu g s 
and handles replaced 
or 
repaired. 
These parts may be secu red from the 
local hardware 
stores. 
Many 
lids 
were permitting steam 
to 
escape. 
This may be stopped by cleansing 
the rim inside the cooker and 
the 
lid where they 
come 
in 
contact, 
thi rou g hly , then placing lard or tal­ 
cu m powder on it. 
Cooker safety v alv es need to 
be 
washed after each canning . The saf­ 
ety v alv e mu st be loose enou g h 
to 
tu rn with the hand or else it is not 
a safety v alv e. Lu g s tig htened with 
the hand is tig ht enou g h, forcing the 
lu g tig hter with an iron pipe or su ch 
inju res the threads and thu s makes 
them weak. Odors may be remov ed 
from a cooker by 
placing 
potatoe 
peeling s in cooker and bring ing pres­ 
su re to 5 lbs and holding it there 
for 30 min. Cookers that are not in 
g ood shape and not thorou g hly clean 
do not can as hig h qu ality of food, 
althou g h it may keep as well as the 
cooker that is properly cared for.

men had that to do.” “ Well, they 
are not <1 ing any thing important,” 
he say s. He mig ht hav e been a bit 
intox icated, bu t after all, was what 
they were doing “v ery important?” 
-Somebody remarked the 
other 


day “ Why don’t they do somethtng 
abou t control of floods?” You see, 
if hu mans had as mu ch sense 
as 
prairie dog s they wou ld see the folly 
of bu ilding rig ht down on the edg e 
of streams. Bu t man is so g reedy 
that costly plants and equ ipment are 
often located in the “bottoms” and 
swash! they g o when big rains come. 
Same abou t cheap lots for homes 
down by the water, same abou t cer­ 
tain crops and farms. . . .it all 
is 
a risk becau se of “cheapness”. Stay 
on the hig h g rou nds and floods wlil 
not cost so mu ch. Use a little 
dog 
sense or else not whine 
when 
the 
floods come. 
— Now lets take a stroll ov er any ­ 
body ’s little town or big , notice the 
Victory Gardens ex tending ev en ou t 
on the cu rb lines, on that old weed 
lot, ov er there in the back y ard, and 
ev ery where g ardens 
and g ardens, 
and they are bearing “fru its” now 
too. Still there are 100 times more 
g rou nd v acant in most ev ery town 
than is being u sed. If one has a lit­ 
tle water and plenty of work, he can 
hav e more than his family can eat. 
—L et’s not forg et to be thankfu l 
when we see a big bomber fly ing ov er 
ou r cou ntry .

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What Is The Remedy? 


A few weeks ago this paper had 
a lot to say about strikes, and 
coal 
mini s. W e still have strikes and coal 
mines on our hands. 
Not many remember what we said 
then. It was something that many 
people did not like. . . .the idea of 
the government taking over owner­ 
ship and operation of the coal mines 
. . . . y e s that WAS called by some 
“socialistic” ............ hut whatever is 
n e c es sary to be done tor the welfare 
of the nation. DO IT and bedamned 
what you call it. . . .Now let’s see 
. . . .why is it that there is so much 
being said about strikes? 
Do 
you 
really understand it 
and 
w h a t 
is 
causing the labor trouble? Especial­ 
ly in the minnig industry? 
All right, coal is necessary. . . . in 
a thousand places. 
Mining coal is 
hard, 
long 
and 
killing on the human body. It takes 
thousands of men to get the coal out 
of the bowels of the e a r th , and just 
anybody can’t do it. 
Coal mines are owned by MEN or 
by a company of men. These men do 
not deal directly with 
individuals, 
but through leaders 
by 
making 
a 
contract for so many men at certain 
wages, and under certain conditions, 
for a certain period of time. When 
that contract runs out it must 
be 
renewed before the ones 
who 
fur­ 
nished the men will tell them to con­ 
tinue. The laborers look to the labor 
leaders as their attorneys and 
de­ 
pend on them for making the best 
deal possible, lf conditions warrant 
a raise in salary or a change of con­ 
ditions must be 
made, 
the 
labor 
leaders serve their men by asking 
that this be in the next contract. If 
the owners do not agree and 
hold 
out against the leaders, 
then 
the 
time comes when the men have no 
contract to work upon 
and 
hence 
stotp work. That is called a “Strike’ . 
Now who is to blame? The owners 
don’t want to hand over the 
extra 
money that costs them no sweat or 


blood. This system of procuring min­ 
ers has prevailed 
for 
a 
hundred 
yi ars, and failures to get new con­ 
tracts signed have been many before. 
It happened this way in the 
First 
World War. . . .nothing was done to 
change the plan of 
operation, 
to 
I safeguard the nation in time of war 
. . . .now it is on us again. 
Under our constitution the 
“ due 


I process of law” prevails. If the gov­ 
ernment needs even your residence 
for the good of the nation, it can 
take it under that 
“ due 
process” . 
Nov we need the coal. The owners 
and laborers are in a 
fuss 
about 
how to get it out for public use. It 
is necessary, it is vital, and the gov­ 
ernment should begin at 
once 
to 
own, operate and contract with lab­ 
or for this coal. 
Let’s keep 
our 
heads. 
Nobody 
likes to hear of strikes in this war 
time. We hate it. But before we de­ 
sire to kill somebody, impeach some 
official, before we say nasty things 
let’s try to see why all the trouble. 
Give the working man the benefit of 
the doubt. Nat many of them are 
to blame, they only act as their a t­ 
torneys direct. No contract, no work. 
Yes, some people feel like lining up 
the whole bunch and shooting them- 
But we honestly 
believe 
the 
coal 
-strikes are not hurting the morale 
of the army as much as for a boy to 
know he is getting about $50.00 per 
month as a soldier while his sister, or 
brother or neighbor boy is 
getting 
$85 or $90 per week, 
$250.00 
or 
more per month in some soft, safe 
job. That’s the place of injustice in 
this war. Raise hell where it will do 
the most good for the soldier or sail­ 
or. 
Trafficing in human labor should 
be controlled. Who is more danger­ 
ous than a man or Union with 500,- 
000 men who work or stop at his 
command? But that is the way great 
industries have been operated for a 
hundred years and It Is still 
that 
way. 
If coal is as essential as a Navy
